I know not, whether this Latin inſeription (if 
it may be called Latin) was drawn up by the 
reverend ordinary of Newgate, or my lord:

But does not 


any one ſee, that Chitty ſhould have been Chittius, 


or rather Chitteius,. as in the next line Mylne 


ſhould be Mylneio, Thomas .

It is, indeed, a pity, that theſe words 
will not bear to be converted into true Latin,
